if. 

Had the Clergy of the Church of. En- 
gland honeftly told him, as they have done 
the Queen, thet if ever Arbitrary Powec 
made any Attempt upow their Liberties, 
they would Vigoroufly witht ind it—— Had 
they convine’d him, as they endeavour to 
do her Majefty, that this was not their Opi- 
nien only, but the Opinion of the whole 
Body of the Clergy of the Church of En-

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glands will any Man make me believe King 
ames would have been fo mucha Mad 
Man, to have made the Attempt ? I¢ 
is not for any Man, tho’ he had lefs refpe& 
for that Prince, than I ever pretended to, 
to fuggeft fo much Folly in him. 

Ic was for many Years together, that, I 
am Witnefs to it, the Pulpit founded no- 
thing but che Duty of Abfolute Submiffion, 
Obedience without Referve, snbjeion to 
Princes, as God’s Vicegerents, Accoun.able 
to none, to be withftood jn nothing, and 
by no Perfon Thave heard it pub- 
lickly Preach’d, That if the King Com- 
marded iny Head, and fene his Meffengers 
to fetch it, T was bound to fubmit, and 
ftand ftill while it was cut off. I forbear 
to repeat the Foolifh Extravagancies that 
thefe things run up to-——— There are too 
many Books ftill extent of the fame, and 
fet any Man read but a few of L’Eftrange’s 
Obfervators, Tolleration Difcufs'd, Thom- 
fon’s Rule of Allegiance, the Hiklory of 
Divine Right —— And many other the 
Volumes of that Age, and particularly the 
Addrefes of the Corporations, Gc. in thofe 
Days call’d Loyal, he hall find the Abfur- 
deft, and mojt Ridiculous Notions, that 
ever Proteftant Nation were wheedled ine 
to. 


What was the Effe& of this ? The Cheat 
was fatal two Ways; had thofe that preach’d 
it been fincere ; had they been the Fools 
they made the King believe they would be, 
we had all been undone, our Liberties had 
been facrifiz’d, our Laws made to truckle 
tothe Willof the moft Arbitrary Tyrant, 
and our Parliaments made Tools to the 
Pleafure of the Prince, like the Parliaments 
of France; for the Ele@ions by the new 
Modelling the Corp:rations , were all 
coming into his own Hand ~~ Thefe were 
the Steps one Side drove at, but the miflake 
lay another Way, the ‘Thing was a Cheat 
-—— The King fell intuthe Snare; he 
thought he had brought them to his beck, 
and the firft couch he gave themgof the 
PraGice, they flew ia his Face, call’d in 
Forreiga help, took Arms againft God’s 
Vicegerent, unfwore all their Allegiance to 
him, and drove him out of the Kingdom 
ma This they now handfomly exprefs’d 
by Vigorous and Succefsful wwithltanding Ar- 
bitrary Power, and the Words are copious 
indeed in their Meaning, fully expreffive 
of all chat happened between the Landing 
of the Prince of Orange, and the Revolu- 
tion. 


And Monarchs may by thefe Examples fee, 
The utmoft Bounds of Human Loyalty ; 
Tho’ big with Words the Aery Fraud may {well, 
When e’re they are Opprefs’d, they’ll all Rebel : 
The Meaning’s plain, when the Carefs they Crown, 
They'll bear with all Mens Ruin bus their own. 


And where’s the Crime of all this, you'll 
fay ? Was it not happy for us? Was not 
the Revolution raifed from it 2 Was it sot 
the Foundation of Reftoring our Liberty ? 
Giving us King Wiliam, effing us witha 
‘Proteftant Queen, and pulling down 
France ? 

Hold, Gentlemen, the Refiftance was 
indeed the Caufe ot all this And I 
own it to be very. good 5 but the firft 
Profeflion af Nos-Reliftance, which they 


never intended, was an unparrallel’d Fraud, 
a Cheac beyond the Artsof Hell itfelf,. a 
double Treafon, firft againft their Courtry, 
and then againft their Kin 5 and we are 
juft as much in Debt to them for the Revo- 
lution, as we aretohim who firft fets the
